the right of the colony to such part of 
that revenue aa the empire has thought 
proper to relinquish. And those wJiu 
maintain thai the revenue to be derived 
from renl ii less than in reasun and jui- 
lice il uughl to lie, cannot consialetilly 
deny the fairness of tallin>; upon the 
iqitnllers lo make gn*>d the deficiency by 
means uf an ainei.uienl . And final ly, if 
ihe squatters are not to be taxed in thia 
fur in, we do not see on what ju.t principle 
they can be taxed at all,— at least in any 
sense of the word uut common tu the man 
of the population.
